BOARD OF INTERNAL IMPROVEMENT.

LEAVE TO BRING IN BILLS. 

Leave was given to bring in the following 
bills, which were appropriately referred, 

viz : 

Mr. Tr S. BROWN— For the benefit of 
common school districts Nos. 6, 21, and 25, 
in Johnson county. 

Mr. WARRING — To establish a commis- 
sion to assess damagessustained, during the 
present war, by citizens of this Stale. 

Mr. FINNELL offered the following reso 
Unions, which were ordered to be printed, 
and referred to the committee on Fedaral 
Relations, viz: 

The proclamation of the President of the Uni- 
ted State", of September 24th, 1862, declaring mar- 
tial law, and suspmding tho writ of habtat corpui 
throughout all tho loyal States, and that of Jan- 
uary 1, 1803, declaring freo all tbe slaves within 
certain of tho States of tho Union, the people of 
which are in rebellion against the Government of 
the United States, we declare to bo most danger- 
ous assumptions of power, in conflict with tho 
fundamental law of tho land, and utterly null and 
void. That tho plea of "military necessity" 
urged by the President is specious and delusive — 
noilher excusing nor palliating a violation of the 
Constitution — nor can it justify any assumption 
of power not clearly warranted by that instru- 
ment. We declare that tho proclamations and 
her acts of the President, attempted to he justi- 
fied under the plea of "military necessity,*' have 
had, and can have, tho effect alone to unite more 
firmly and closely tho people of the rebellious 
States — to distract the peoplo of the loyal States, 
'ivide them into political parties, and lead them 
to distrust the sincerity of tho purposes of the ad- 
ministration in tho prosecution of the war — there- 
fore, 

The General Amembly of the Commonteeallh of 
Kentucky, in tho name of the loyal people 
f the Commonwealth, protest against these 
unwarrantable assumptions of power on the 
part of the Chief Magistrate of the United States, 
and declare them to be subversive of tho great 
principles lying at the foundation of our govern- 
ment, and in diroct contravention of the letter 
and spirit of the Federal Constitution ! 

And we declare that while tho people of Ken- 
tucky 8co much in these and kindred acts of tho 
administration that is well calculated to shako 
their confidence in the wisdom and patriotism of 
the President and his chosen advisers, Kentucky 
will not, because of the unwise, unpatriotic, and 
unconstitutional acts of the administration — guid- 
ed and controlled as it is by a radical and fanati- 
cal political party-- swerve from her fixed and 
often declared purpose to stand unfalteringly by 
"the Constitution as it is and the Union as it 
was." To that Constitution and to that Union 
all Kentucky is, or has, or hopes for, is solemnly 
and irrevocably pledged, now and forever! 

The terrible lessons taught our people in 
the progress of this wicked rebellion serve but to 
give strength to their convictions, that the su- 
premacy of the Constitution and the integrity of 
tho Union are essential to tho preservation of the 
liberties of tho peoplel Kentucky abhors seces- 
sion. Her people regard its necessary conse- 
quence — the inauguration of this most unnatural 
rebellion — as the crime of all history. Her devo- 
tion to the Government has been nobly illustrated 
by her soldiers wherever they have met the ene- 
mies of tho Government in arms. But we here 
distinctly declare that tho mission of the Ken- 
tucky soldier is to aid in the suppression of the 
rebellion, that peace may be restored, the suprem- 
acy of the Constitution vindicated, and the Union 
of our fathers perpetuated. 

Mr. BLUE offered a series of resolutions 
upon national affairs, which were ordered 
to be printed, and referred to the committee 
on Federal Relations. [We will publish 
Mr. BLUE'S resolutions hereafter.] 

And then the House adjourned.

Murfreesboro, Jan. 26. — Major General 
Rosecrans hopes that the Cincinnati, Louis- 
ville, and other western newspapers will de- 
sist from the practice of publishing reports 
of shipments of supplies to the Department 
of the Cumberland. It is substantially a 
notification to the rebels to prepare their 
lorces for the capture of such supplies. 

It is understood, however, that the news- 
papers would not make such publications if 
Quartermasters and Commissaries did not 
furnish the items. 

Wheeler's cavalry made a dash at a train 
of cars. Sunday, on the railway between 
Nashville and Franklin, and succeeded in 
destroying two cars. They were frightened 
iway belore ihey destroyed the balance of 
the train. A convalescent soldier killed 
one rebel. One Federal sergeant was badly 
wounded. 

Brig. Gen. D. S. Stanly followed the reb- 
els sharply, but they had too much start of 
"lim. He rode fifty-two miles within twenty 

hours. 

The rebel cavalry, in considerable bodies, 
constantly hover in our flanks, watching our 
communication. Until the Government re- 
inforces the cavalry arm of this depart- 
ment, and supplies large numbers of horses 
to mount infantry regiments to pursue the 
rebels, they will continue to do so 

The rebel Gen. Wheeler has been made a 
Major General, and is in command of all 
the rebel cavalry in Tennessee. 

Capt. Elmer Otis, 4th U. S. Cavalry, who 
distinguished himself conspicuously in a 
splendid and successful charge upon the 
enemy, in the battle of Stone River, and who 
is now in command of a brigade of cavalry, 
' as been recommended by Major General 
Kosecrans, Brigadier General D. S. Stanley, 
and all the officers of his brigade, for promo- 
tion to Brigadier General. 

Brigadier General James A. Garfield, who 
whipped Humphrey Marshall in East Ken- 
tucky, and who afterwards distinguished 
himself in command of a brigade at Shiloh, 
has reported to General Rosecrans for duty, 
lie will probably be assigned to the com- 
mand of a division in the Army of the Cum- 
berland. 

Brigadier General R. W. Johnson, during 
the abscence of Major General McCook, is 
in command of the right wir.g. Brigadier 
General R. S. Granger commands Rousseau's 

division. 

It is reported that the enemy are being re- 
inforced. An intercepted letter from a mem- 
ber of Bragg's staff', indicates that the feel- 
ing against Bragg is so strong that he will be 
superceded. The writer admits that, not- 
withstanding the rebels captured most guns 
and Beveral thousand prisoners Irom us, they 
\verc badly whipped. He says the slaugh- 
ter of their officers was awful, and although 
the righting of the rebel army was splendid, 
they were beaten by the superior general- 
ship and by the obstinacy of the Yankees. 
The whole number of rebel prisoners cap- 
tured in battle was about 3.500, with 8 guns 
and four standards.

He enters 
upon the discharge of the duties imposed by 
this trust with a just appreciation of their 
responsibility. Since the formation of this 
army he has been identified with its history. 
He has shared with you its glories and rever- 
verses, with no olherjdesire than that these re- 
lations might .remain unchanged until its 
destiny should be accomplished in the record 
of your achievements. There is much to 
be proud of, and with the blessing of God we 
will contribute something to the renown of 
our arms and the ^success of our cause. To 
secure these ends your commander will re- 
quire the cheerful and zealous co-operation 
of every officer and soldier in this army. In 
equipment, intelligence, and valor the enemy 
M our inlerior. Let us never hesitate to give 
him battle wherever we can find him. The 
undersigned only gives expression to the feel- 
ings'ol this army when he conveys to our late 
commander. Major General Burnside, the 
most cordial good wishes for his future. My 
staff' will be announced as soon as organized.

He tempt- 
ed Simon into a trade, which was easily 
done, as the aforesaid Simon was looking 
round with a bag of money to find a pur- 
chasable article. Boyer suspected this, and 
threw himself in the way, taking the pre- 
caution to inform his friends ot his pur- 
poses. He gives the names of several men 
who were the agents of Cameron, so they can 
contradict the story if they choose. We 
expect them and Cameron to deny it; but 
Boyer gives too many circumstances and loo 
many names. The truth will leak out to 
the satisfaction of the rest of mankind, even 
we should not hold the word of Boyer suf- 
ficient. 

Let all the world look at Simon Cameron 
— honest old Simon. Is it any wonder that 
this country is going to perdition, when 
such men as he get power and place. He 
is rich — immensely rich. This reminds us 
of a remark wc once heard, that God shows 
his contempt of riches by the sort of men he 
gives it to. 

But Simon wants place and power; and 
lie opens the way with money, or attempts 
it. It is not the first time this creature has 
sought to buy his way to power and place 
with money. He bu heretofore succeeded, 
and thought he had achieved a success this 
time. Ho agreed to give 20,000 dollars for 
a vote. He looked complacently around 
liim, and contemplated his future glory, 
lie would be the most potent man in the 
Senate. The South would gain her inde- 
pendence; and Cameron would be the ruling 
power of the North; but he only walked 
:.to a trap set for a corrupt scoundrel, as he 
is. He encountered a sharper. We don't 
know that Cameron will lose much by this 
expose, except by the fact that he was 
caught in it. He note appears only what he 
has been so long believed to be, a rogue, 
steeped over head and ears in corruption and 
depravity. He is, however, only an out- 
cropping of the radical pollution that marks 
the party in power. It is rotten from head 
to fooW and has attracted to its charnel 
bouse, all manner of foul birds.

to his acts. She feels deep regret when she 
is compelled to differ with the Chief Magis- 
trate of the nation, but she loves right, truth 
Arid justice beyond all other considerations, 
and if her voice can be raised in warning, or 
her influence can be exerted to arrest a ter- 
rible catastrophe in the commission of an 
unquestionable outrage upon the constitu- 
tional rights of the citizens of any portion of 
ne Confederacy, she would be recreant to 
Iter proud history, false to her duty, and in- 
grate to her position, were she to permit the 
wrong without interposing her most solemn 
■exhortations and warnings.

Colonel McKee. 

To the Editors of the LouisviUe Journal : 

Gentlemen: Will you allow me to re- 
mind you that one of our noblest Kentucky 
heroes, Col. Samuel McKee, has never been 
mentioned in your columns except once in a 
brief but beautiful allusion to him. I know 
he was personally a stranger to you, and, 
donbile.-s, you have been expecting some of 
his many Iriends to offer a memorial of him. 
My own heart would prompt me to say all 
that affection could dictate, anil to twine, if 
I possessed the power, the undying wreath 
of laurel to hang upon his honored grave. 
But be was so dear a friend, and I have 
shared so deeply in the sorrow of those most 
bereaved at his loss, that I dare not with 
my feeble pen undertake so sacred a duty. 
But knowing that you delight to honor the 
brave, will you accept a lew lacts from his 
history ? And front these I know you will, 
in some hour ot inspiration, do justice to the 
theme. 

Some vears ago Samuel McKee gradu- 
ated with unusual honor at the Law School 
In this city. Although fitted for success as 
a lawyer, he soon determined to devote him- 
self to the Gospel ministry. With prepar- 
ation such as few men have, for he had 
been not only a faithful student but a suc- 
cessful teacher, he entered Danville Semi- 
nary to study theology He had nearly fin- 
ished his course there when the time came 
in which he thought every true man must 
do what he could for the salvation ot our 
country. It was in no hour of impulse, but 
after the most earnest deliberation, that he 
resolved to give his energies, and his life if 
need be, to the cause- 
In those days ol doubt and perplexity for 
Kentucky, when it cost true moral courage 
for a man to avow himself lor war to uphold 
the Government, he went down to bis old 
home in Adair county and there enlisted a 
Company of men, who elected him their Cap- 
tain, and with them marched to Camp Dick 
Robinson. The deeds and perils of that de- 
voted band have become history, and it is 
needless to say more than that in all their 
toils and dangers be cheerfully shared. He 
was soon promoted Major of Che regiment, 
thpn Lieut. Colonel, and more recently Col 
onel of the 3d Kentucky. One peculiarity 
of his gilted mind was the power to grasp 
thoroughly any subject to which he de 
voted himself, anil his unusual mathemati- 
cal talent fitted him with true military gen- 
ius. His shrinking modesty prevented many 
from knowing him, but those who watched 
his career could see that the finished scholar 
was ripening into the true soldier in every 
sense of the word, and a future of rare use- 
fulness and glory was opening before him. 
But death, which ' love* a shining mark,' 
awaited him on the bloody field ol Murfrees- 
boro. He was riding back and forth urging 
his men to be calm aud resolute, when ihe 
fatal shot entered his head. At first the 
captain thought best not to tell the men 
their Colonel had fallen, but the senior Cap 
tain, one who loved him like a brother, said, 
"No! let us avenge his death I ' Quickly 
he passed through the ranks and told the 
mournful news. Amid the rattleol musketry 
and the roar of cannon they cried aloud in 
their grief, and to avenge their noble young 
leader thty fought furiously until their am" 
munition failad; then, with fixed bayonets, 
in frantic rage they rushed upon the enemv, 
who fled before them, and the monument 
left for their lost Colonel was hundreds of 
dead of the rebel army lying in heaps of 
slain in front of the spot where he fell. And 
thus he died — the young life which he 
had devoted to the service of his God 
was accepted; and from the altar of 
his country, crimsoned with the blood 
of her noblest sons, bis soul went up 
to bask forever on the plains of peace, to 
wear the conqueror's crown, and wave the 
palm of victory. Let us not mourn for 
him; but on the earth which has lost one of 
her choicest treasures our tears will fall, anil 
for the stricken friends whom he loved with 
the ardor of man s strongest devotion and 
the tenderness of woman's. 

One pirt of his chararacter was qualified 
for success in public life, but the shrine 
within the tempie, the delicate organization, 
the loving disposition, held the If arm est 
personal attachments and the purest friend- 
ship. When, but few months ago; he stood 
at the marriage altar, and one who loved 
him as lew brothers love prayed so earnestly 
that God would "shield him on the day ol 
battle' and restore him to his home, we 
trusted that he might be spared yet to adorn 
the days of peace. But alas ! our hearts are 
all widowed and berelt, for thousands of hus- 
bands and brothers are among the slain 
Would that all who are left were as free 
from jealousy and ambition and unworthy 
motives, as he whom we now lament. The 
marble which should point out his grave 
cannot be purer than his soul of honor and 
his unspotted integrity. But the Christian, the 
scholar, the patriot sleeps, let his name, his 
virtues, and his heroic example be embalm- 
ed in the memory of every loving and pa- 
triotic heart.

If you go into one of the few houses which 
are yet occupied, you find large landed pro- 
prietors who have nothing left to eat but a 
little corn bread, and whose threadbare ap- 
parel indicates that merchants and dealers in 
clothes have long since become an extinct 
class. They all tell you that the army has 
taken their' cattle, horses, hogs, and their 
corn; that their negroes have a 1 run away; 
that the guerrillas have burned their cotton, 
and that they are ruined. But if you talk 
to the man a little while, and let him know 
that you want to buy cotton, and are willing ' 
to send teams for it, you finally worm out of 
him the fact that his cotton is concealed in 
some neighboring swamp ; and in some cases 
you might possibly suspect another fact not 
quite so pleasant, viz : that the very man 
you were talking to did, occasionally, alittle 
guerrilla business himself 

The only persons, except the cavalrymen, 
who' venture out among these people are the 
cotton buyers, who have adventures not a 
few. Their usual mode of buying is to visit 
the farmers at their houses, make contracts 
for the cotton, and then send teams for it. 
Some of the buyers take teams with them; 
and when the palely of the neighborhood 
they are in is doubtful (and the price of cot- 
ton consequently lower), buy a load for their 
teams, and go back to the army at a "dou- 
ble quick." Every few days, some ot these 
venturesome wights and their teams are 
"gobbled up," with the "damning proof" in 
their wagons that they are cotton buyers. 



Desolation of Northern Mississippi. 

A correspondent of the Missouri Democrat, 
writing Irom Holly Springs, January 5th, 
gives the following description of the deso- 
lation in Northern Mississippi: The roado 
are as silent and deserted as the fields. Mile 
after mile you ride and neither meet nor 
care to meet anyone on these solitary roads 
On four-filths of the plantations you pass 
you see no living soul. On some the doors 
and windows stand open wide, but there is 
nothing but emptiness within ; and on others 
nothing but the tall chimuics, whitened by 
the flames, remain. As you go further and 
lurther over the hilly roads, you glance sus- 
piciously backward and forward irom every 
rise in the road. You fancy you caught a 
glimpse of something moving there, far 
across the fields, and you pause in some 
place out of vie.v to reconnoitre. A squir- 
rel leaps throughl the dry leaves in the 
woods on the other side, and your revolver 
is in your hand in an instant. 

In times ol peace every traveller is glad 
to pick up company on the road, but now 
the sound ol horses feet, the breaking ot a 
twig, the rustling of a leaf, are signs oi dan- 
ger. Such is the effect upon the country 
of "guerrilla warfare," for this desolation 
and silence is not wholly attributable to the 
presence ol the United Stales army. It is 
the people oi the South that sutler from 
guerrillas, not the United States army. Un- 
der the delusion that the whole North is 
about to tumble into anarchy for want ol 
cotton, the guerrillas burn the cotton and 
ruin the planter to prevent some Northern 
man from risking his money in a precarious 
speculation; this and the capture of an 
occasional straggling soldier, is the only 
harm they do tlie North. 

The pay of the guerrillas is what they 
plunder, and so they get it they are not very 
particular who is the paymaster. 

Now the old grudges between neigh- 
bors, the family feuds for which the South 
has always been notorious, are being settled, 
and every farmer is as apprehensive of his
